It might have been due to the fact that the last ANA convention 
held in Cincinnati was nearly twenty years ago. It might have been 
the outstanding committee of Cincinnati numismatists and their 
leader, General Chairman Richard B. Dusterberg. Or it might have 
been the quickened pulse of the hobby. Whatever the reason, the 
89th anniversary convention of the American Numismatic 
Association was a huge success in all respects. So much so that 
maybe, just maybe, there is something to the Genius of Waters' 
blessing after all. 

During the six day convention, 12,707 ANA members, dealers 
and visitors converged on Cincinnati, making Ohio's largest river 
city quite aware of numismatists and numismatic mania. ANA 
conventioneers proved to be just as popular with Cincinnatians as 
their city was with conventioneers. One hotel executive told ANA 
officials he'd like to have an ANA convention in Cincinnati "at 
least once a month," and classified the ANA convention as tops, 
praising the numismatists as "super people." 

They were, indeed, a super group of individuals whose dedication 
and enthusiasm made this a convention to long remember for all the 
best that numismatics has to offer.

Pittman Awarded Zerbe 

One of the principal reasons that 
ANA members gather together once a 
year is to recognize those members of 
the collecting fraternity who have made 
significant and outstanding 
contributions to the hobby and to the 
association. Of those recognized 
throughout ANA history, only a small 
group of thirty individuals have merited 
receiving the ANA's highest honor, the 
Farran Zerbe Award, for a lifetime of 
numismatic achievement. As the 1980 
recipient, John Jay Pittman, ANA 
member for 37 years and one of the 
hobby's most active and consistent 
ambassadors, was a natural choice. 

A now retired Eastman Kodak 
chemical engineer residing in 
Rochester, New York, John first became 
involved in the association when he 
attended the 1943 convention in 
Chicago and applied for membership. A 
consistant convention-goer after that, 
he participated as an educational forum 
speaker in San Francisco in 1949 and 


again in 1958. In 1959 John was elected 
to the ANA board of governors and 
became deeply embedded in committee 
work, a commitment which to date has 
led to over 80 presidential committee 
assignments, more than 40 of which he 
has chaired. Some of the most 
significant have included the 
Committee to Study Federal Coinage 
Regulations from 1961 to 1963, the 
Bureau of Numismatic 
Identification/ Authentication 
Committee from 1965 to 1971, the 
Charter Renewal Committee in 1962, 
and the Home and Headquarters Fund 
Raising Committee from 1965 to 1967. 
This dedicated worker has also been a 
leader in obtaining both regular and life 
memberships and has probably secured 
more gifts and bequests for the ANA 
than any other member in the 
association's history. 

After that first election, John served a 
total of 16 years on the ANA board, 
influencing association policy from 
1959 to 1963 and from 1965 to 1977, one 
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term of which as vice president 
(1969-71) and one term as president 
(1971-73). His many numismatic 
affiliations also brought him terms as 
president of the Middle Atlantic 
Numismatic Association, the Empire 
State Numismatic Association, and the 
Organization of International 
Numismatists, which he helped to 
found. 

John Jay Pittman's collecting 
interests, which began with a collection 
of Mexican coins given him at the age of 
ten by his grandmother, have grown to 
be catholic. His collection, which he 
has exhibited world-wide, includes 
extraordinary rarities from Canada and 
Mexico as well as the United States. As 
a result of his international pursuits, 
John was the first U.S. citizen to serve as 
president of the Canadian Numismatic 
Society, holding office from 1969 to 
1971 after having been a member of the 
board from 1959 to 1977. He is a life 
member of the American Numismatic 
Society, a life member of the South 
African Numismatic Society, a fellow 
of the Royal Numismatic Society, and 
an honorary president of the Sociedad 
Numismatica de Mexico — all of which 
explains to some degree why John fay is 
a favorite colleague of numismatists 
around the globe.

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Jones, Harris, Spangenberger 
Awarded Medal of Merit 

When an ANA member is appointed 
by the board to serve as treasurer or 
historian, there is no dream of glory in 
his acceptance . . . only a desire to have 
his name included with that group of 
numismatists who have given their 
time and energy freely to making the 
association grow and prosper. The three 
members whose names were called 
during the awards ceremony to receive 
the ANA'S Medal of Merit, were 
recognized for their unselfish service as 
appointed officers to the association. 

Eldridge Jones, who retired from 
Riggs National Bank in Washington, 
D.C. in 1977, has loaned his 
professional administrative talents to 
the ANA in many ways since becoming 
a member in 1947. He served as ANA 
treasurer from 1963 to 1967, resigning 
only when ANA headquarters was 
established in Colorado Springs. He was 
subsequently elected to the board of 
governors for four consecutive terms, 
serving a total of eight years. Eldridge 
was for many years the ANA's official

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representative in Washington, as 
required by the association's charter; he 
continues to serve the association as a 
member of various committees. 

Other numismatic affiliations 
Eldridge has developed in his lifetime 
include: member of the Washington 
Numismatic Society since 1941, 
president in 1947, treasurer since 1952 
and secretary for the past 14 years; one 
of the founders of the Middle Atlantic 
Numismatic Association, officer since 
1952, executive director for 10 years and 
now treasurer; former governor and a 
charter member of the Virginia 
Numismatic Assocsiation. 

Fate seems to have led N. Neil Harris 
into an ever-deepening involvement 
with the ANA, an involvement that 
reached a high point with the 
Cincinnati convention, his sculpting of 
the convention medal and his 
acceptance of the Medal of Merit. It was 
his life-long interest in art and graphics 
that first drew him to the hobby, 
intrigued by coins and medals as an art 
form. He joined the ANA in 1966 and 
began a three year study of ANA 
convention badges and medals, a study 
which went on to inspire an 
award-winning exhibit at the 1969 
Philadelphia convention, an 
award-winning series of articles in The 
Numismatist, and finally his 
appointment as assistant historian. 

In 1974, Neil, a technical design artist 
at Purdue University, was called upon 
to take over editorship of The 
Numismatist in Colorado Springs, and 
for two years he wore twin caps as editor 
and historian, a post he had assumed 
upon Jack W. Ogilvie's retirement in 
1 97 1 . In addition to his regular editorial 
duties, he has willingly donated his 
expertise in graphics and photography 
to numerous projects in every 
department at ANA headquarters. 

Neil was president of the Indiana 
State Numismatic Association when 
his move to Colorado Springs forced 
him to resign, and it was with ISNA that 
he first tried his hand at medallic 
sculpture. He designed the ISNA 
bicentennial medd series in 1972, and

later sculpted the 1973 through 1976 
issues. As his experience grew, he 
accepted commissions to create medals 
for the Medical Library Association in 
1976, and the ANA conventions in 
1977, 1978 and 1980. As an officer of the 
Token and Medal Society since 1970, 
and its newly elected president, he 
continues his efforts to promote the 
appreciation of medallic art. 

Henry (Hank) G. Spangenberger 
accepted the role of ANA historian in 
early 1976, following editor Neil Harris' 
resignation. Hank's natural flair for 
history, which helped to form his 
specialty in World's Fair tokens, medals 
and memorabilia, explains the personal 
enthusiasm he brought to the task of 
putting the archives in order and 
initiating action for their expansion. 

Hank, who joined the ANA in 1958 
and converted to life membership in 
1971, first become interested in coins in 
1944 when he found a coin in his 
backyard. Three years later he joined 
the Dayton Coin Club, an affiliation he 
has maintained for 33 years, serving as 
president in 1960. He also holds 
membership in the Token and Medal 
Society, The American Numismatic 
Society, and a number of other 
numismatic organizations. In 1972, he 
joined the Empire Coin Company in 
Binghamton, N.Y. (then operated by Q. 
David Bowers and James Ruddy) where 
he remained for five years before 
returning to Englewood, Ohio, to open

his own full-time dealership. For Hank, 
Cincinnati marked an additional 
landmark — the 20th consecutive ANA 
convention he has attended. 

McBride Captures Highest 
Heath Literary Award 

Three long years of research and 
writing were richly rewarded for David 
P. McBride of Frisco, Colorado, when his 
article "Linked Rings: Early American 
Unity Illustrated," took top literary 
honors at the ANA awards meeting. 
The article, which presented an original 
treatise on the extensive use of the 
linked chain motif on early American 
currency and art, brought McBride both 
the silver Heath Literary Award Medal 
with a $250 stipend and the Wayte and 
Olga Raymond Memorial Award with a 
$400 stipend. 

Eric P. Newman, who has become a 
familiar sight at the literary awards' 
presentation, was called upon again this 
year, this time to receive the Second 
Place Heath Award for his article 
"Superb Numismatic Forgeries Are 
Upon Us." As usual Eric graciously 
accepted the bronze medal but declined 
the $100 stipend. John R. Isted's 
excellent paper on "Signature 
Combinations on United States 
Currency, 1889-1929" was recognized 
for its valuable research by being 
presented the Bronze Medal Third 
Award. Certificates of Merit were 
awarded to Q. David Bowers, for "Gold: 
Secret of the Sierras," D. Larry 


Crumbley, for "Giving to the American 
Numismatic Association;" Joseph R. 
Lasser, for "The Green Thread: The 
Story of a Family and a Printing Press;" 
and to Charles E. Weber, for his article, 
"Gravimetric Characteristics of Greek 
Silver Coins." 

Smedley Awarded Special Heath 
Glenn B. Smedley, whom everyone 
thought had won every ANA honor in 
existence, was quite surprised when 
Neil Harris, ANA editor, announced the 
one ANA award that had eluded him, a 



Two coveted honors, the First Place Wayte 
and Olga Raymond Award and the ANA 
First Place Heath Literary Award, were 
presented to David P. McBride, who proudly 
accepted them with his wife, Judith. 
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Heath Literary Award. The special 
award was an acknowledgement of 
Glenn's twenty years of service as 
columnist of the magazine's popular 
"Numismatic Vignettes/' in addition to 
his many other editorial contributions 
to ANA publications that appear 
without a byline. The only award Glenn 
has yet to receive is one for being the 
most awarded man in ANA history. 

A Blue Ribbon for Bullen 

More than 250 cases of numismatic 
displays in 19 exhibit classifications 
were judged at this year's convention. 
Fifty-one judges selected from the many 
outstanding exhibits that were arranged 
this year in a new classification system 
designed to provide for a greater number 
of awards and more effective space 
utilization. 

Colonel Robert F. Kriz, chief judge 
for the Cincinnati convention, had the 
honor of announcing this year's Best of 
Show winner, Jean A. Bullen, whose 
outstanding exhibit, "Victorian 
Coinage c^f the Present Canadian 
Maritime Provinces from 1861 to 
1900," took the highest competition 
award. Mrs. Bullen, who also captured 
the Best of Show award at the CNA 
annual convention, set a new record as 
the first exhibitor to ever claim both 
national exhibiting prizes in the same 
year. Her display was also the first 
Canadian coin exhibit to win the ANA 
Best of Show. 

Veteran exhibitor Jack D. Huggins, Sr. 
of Belleville, Illinois, was awarded the 
Robert F. Kriz Senior Reserve Best in 
Show for his outstanding exhibit of 
"Inaugural Badges and Medals of the 
Presidents and Vice Presidents of the 
United States." Other division winners 
were: John F. Erlenbom in U.S. Metallic 
Items for his exhibit, "Type Set of U.S. 
Half Dollars — Why, When and Where?; 
Gerald L. Kochel in U.S. Paper Money 
for "Adam Hubley of Lancaster, 
Pennsylvania — Signer of Colonial and 
Continental Currency; Hannu Peter 
Paatela in World Paper Money for "Bank 
Notes of the Union Bank of Finland 
1887-1892;" and Len Roosmalen in

General or Specialized for "My Favorite 
Error-Lincoln Cent Coins." 

Two outstanding non-competitive 
exhibits on display all week were a 
million dollar exhibit of the Bank of 
Mexico, hosted by Dona Guadelupe 
Monrroy, curator of the Numismatic 
Collections and Historical Files of the 
Bank of Mexico; and a 150 medal 
exhibit of the Italian Medal Association 
( AIAM), displaying cast bronze works of 
54 Italian artists. 

Mankowski Captures Sculpture A ward 

Bruno Mankowski, one of the 
nation's most celebrated living 
sculptors, won yet another honor at the 
Cincinnati convention when he was 
named recipient of the ANA 
Numismatic Art Award for Excellence 
in Medallic Sculpture. Mankowski has 
won numerous awards for his sculpture 
in the round and his medallic art, some 
of the most notable of which are the 
50th anniversary medal of the Medallic 
Art Company and his portrayal of Paul 
Bunyan and Johnny Appleseed for the 
Society of Medalists in 1969. An 
in-depth look at Mankowski and his 
work will be presented in an upcoming 
issue of The Numismatist.

While the owner of the coin remained 
confidential, auctioneer Ivy was forced 
to turn the coin over to the Secret 
Service after being shown statutes 
outlining his legal obligation in the 
matter. 

Meetings 

Educational Forum 
Attracts Record Crowd 

As with most other Cincinnati 
convention functions, the annual ANA 
educational forum attracted an 
overflow crowd, one of the largest in 
recent memory. More than 300 
inquisitive numismatists were on hand 
to hear speakers Susan E. Cherry, 
Curator of the National Bank of Detroit 
Money Museum; David L. Ganz, New 
York attorney and numismatist; and 
Gene Hessler, syngraphist and 
cataloged 

Ms. Cherry's slide presentation 
entitled "From Barter to Bank Notes'' 
traced the beginning of banking to the 
original 13 colonies and the war 
between the Land Bank and Silver Bank, 
which delayed any real banking 
institution until independence was 
achieved. Cherry further outlined the 
development of the banking industry 
through independence, the Civil War, 
the Great Depression, and the 
subsequent recovery that led to the 
Federal Reserve System. 

ANA'S legislative counsel, David L. 
Ganz, explored "Recent Patterns 
Produced by the U.S. Mint." His talk, 
accompanied by slides, examined the 
1964 silver peace dollar, the Martha 
Washington trial strikes of the birth 
year of clad coinage, the involved story 
of the 1974 aluminum cent, and the 
bicentennial coinage. 

The examination of art on currency 
was the focus of Gene Hessler's talk, 
"American Moralists and U.S. Paper 
Money." Hessler traced the art of the 


mural from ancient Egypt to the Italian 
Renaissance, and discussed the high 
level of aesthetic achievement reached 
with U.S. 1896 "Educational" notes. 
Hessler also discussed various 
engravers, including William H. Low, 
Edward H. Blashfield, Walter Shirlaw, 
G.F.C. Smillie, Charles Schlecht, Tom 
F. Morris and others. 

As forum moderator, Glenn Smedley 
kept the program moving and the 
audience attentive in his inimitable 

Board Acts on Grading Standards 

In addition to taking time to 
recognize outstanding individuals and 
offer educational programs, meetings 
held during the convention by the 
association and various specialty groups 
discussed business and established 
future policy. The ANA Board of 
Governors held sessions throughout the 
week to consider such diverse concerns 
as complaints, future conventions, 
committee reports, and budget. Several 
issues which arose from the Third 
Numismatic Round Table held in 
Colorado Springs in July were addressed 
at this time and acted on, the most 
far-reaching of which was probably the 
adoption of two intermediate grades for 


succinct manner. 
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Mint State coinage to join the ANA 
Official Grading Standards. 

Motions passed early in the week 
which adopted two intermediate 
adjectival grades, Select and Gem, along 
with two intermediate grading ranges, 
MS 60-65 and MS 65-70, left 
conventioneers baffled by a confused 
solution to the grading controversy. To 
clarify their intentions the board met 
again and adopted the following 
resolution: 

''Be it resolved that the divisions of "Mint 
State" gradings, as adopted by this board 
on August 19, 1980, be rescinded and, in 
place . . .Be it resolved that the following 
listed "Mint State" descriptions be 
adopted: 

MS-60, Uncirculated Typical 
MS-63, Uncirculated Select 
MS-65, Uncirculated Choice 
MS-67, Uncirculated Gem 
MS-70, Uncirculated Perfect 
A coin which, for example, is graded 
better than MS-60, Uncirculated Typical, 
but not sufficiently better to justify 
grading it MS-63, Uncirculated Select, 
must be graded MS-60, Uncirculated 
Typical.

Advisory Council Reactivated 
After a dormancy of two years, the 
ANA Advisory Council of past elected 
officials was invited by President 
George Hatie to meet during the 
convention and offer policy and 
program suggestions to the ANA board 
for future consideration. Guided by Past 
President Virginia Culver, 14 past 
officials, including four former 
presidents, met for breakfast and a 
productive idea session. Among those 
suggestions which met with the 
approval of those present were: invite 
best-of-show exhibit winners of state 
and regional organizations to exhibit at 
future ANA conventions; a no host 
party for exhibitors during convention,- 
an ANA shrine of best-of-show winners 
at ANA headquarters; a special 
childrens exhibit; a separate low cost 
bourse; open exhibit area earlier each 
convention day; a convention 
information booth; a message board; an 
official convention greeter; more highly 
visible identification on ANA official 
family and staff members adhere to 
rules for the Numismatic Hall of Fame 
program and exhibit at headquarters; 
consider appointment of Washington 
liaison representative; invite Director 
of the Mint, Director of Bureau of

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New Society for Bibliomaniacs Meets at Convention 


George F. Kolbe, chairman of the 
Numismatic Bibliomania Society and 
co-editor of the group's bulletin, The 
Asylum, addressed members at the 
Society's first meeting, held during 
convention week in Cincinnati. John Ford 
advised fellow bibliomaniacs on the fine 
points of developing a collection. Ford was 
also a featured speaker at the Numismatic 
Literary Guild's educational forum. 


More than 100 numismatic bibliomaniacs met during the Cincinnati con- 
vention to attend a meeting of the newly-formed Numismatic Bibliomania 
Society. A bibliomaniac, according to Webster, is one who has an extreme 
preoccupation with possessing books. The meeting was an outgrowth of an 
informal gathering in St. Louis at the 1979 ANA convention when approxi- 
mately a dozen bibliomaniacs gathered for a dinner and discussed forming an 
organization for numismatic book and catalog collectors. 

John J. Ford, a leading scholar, researcher and professional numismatist, was 
the featured speaker for the evening. Ford declared that more fine books about 
numismatics have been printed in the last 20 years than in the last century. He 
advised that numismatists become familiar with numismatic books and their 
contents so they might know where to look for information. Ford urged his 
audience, which represented nearly every American state plus Australia, to 
collect books in order to gain access to the knowledge they contain. Ford 
related colorful incidents involving famous catalogers and numismatic book 
collectors, and gave examples of his own preferences and style of book col- 
lecting, describing his excitement at acquiring a book with a bookplate of a 
famous collector or dealer, or one with an unusual binding. Ford cited Harry W.

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YN Auction Highlights Cincinnati Junior Activities 

While escalating prices in the hobby have made any youngster's attempts to start 
collecting increasingly difficult, the ANA's Young Numismatist program has 
continued to attract junior collectors to numismatics through its enthusiastic 
leadership and specialized youth-oriented activities. Plans for YN functions at the 
ANA convention have steadily grown every year, and Cincinnati was no exception, 
offering two firsts — an "open" YN educational forum and a professionally 
conducted YN auction. 


Featured speakers at Tuesday's 
educational forum were Coin World 
columnist, author and commemorative 
coin expert Anthony Swiatek, and 
former YN-tumed-professional 
numismatist Scott Travers. Swiatek 
guided the standing room only crowd 
through a tour of United States 
commemorative coinage, discussing 
the history and beauty of these special 
issues. Travers' presentation addressed 
"Quantitative Grading." The three 
hour session included a spirited 
question and answer period with both 
speakers. 

The highlight for many YNs during 
the week was the YN auction 
conducted on Thursday by Steve Ivy 
Numismatic Auctions, Inc., and called 
by representative Michael Haynes. A 
professional auction catalog prepared 
for the sale listed 100 lots donated by 
approximately 30 individuals, dealers 
and friends of the ANA Young

characterized the faces on the bidding floor ANA Junior Scott Travers, conducted the 
at the Young Numismatists auction. Young Numismatists auction. 
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Numismatists program. Haynes 
explained to the YNs that the auction 
would contain a "'Magic Bid Clause," a 
predetermined price limit kept secret 
from the bidders, which would be much 
lower than the price the lot would bring 
on the convention bourse floor. 

The auction began slowly. Most lots 
were won at a $3 to $4 bid, with several 
lots going for less than 500 and some 
lower than the face value of the lot 
itself. An 1880-S MS-63 Morgan dollar 
brought $6.80, much less than its 
bullion value, and an 1883-CC dollar, 
valued at more than $80, went for nearly 
a tenth of that amount at $8.40. 
Needless to say, bidding became furious 
in some cases and excitement was high. 

During the week young 
numismatists were given many 
unusual opportunities and treats 
through the efforts of YN chairwoman 
Florence Schook and her assistant 
Michael Whelan. On Monday, the 
young group was given an advance 
get-acquainted tour of the bourse floor. 
On Wednesday, approximately 40 YNs 
with five chaperones journeyed to 
King's Island, one of the country's 
largest and best known amusement 
parks. Bronze Cincinnati convention 
medals were presented as gifts to all 
participants of the YN program 
courtesy of Richard Dusterberg, the 
convention general chairman. 

On Thursday, dealer Steve Ivy treated 
the group to a special breakfast where 
several hobby leaders and officials 
greeted and addressed the young 
audience. Making appearances before 
the group were Ray Byrne, long-time 
numismatist and former YN official; 
Charles Wolfe, Roman coin expert and 
well known dealer; Alan Herbert, error 
coin expert; Thomas DeLorey, ANACS 
authenticator; Walter Breen, 
numismatist extraordinaire; Nancy 
Stith, ANA librarian; N. Neil Harris, 
editor of The Numismatist) Jackson 
Storm, exhibit and judging expert; and 
Charles King, convention exhibit 
chairman. 

After the speakers were finished and 
all discussion had died away, Florence 



Tom DeLorey from ANACS. one of many

Numismatists, explained the techniques of 
authentication and grading. 

Schook announced that it was time to 
present this year's junior awards. The 
lack of junior exhibitors at Cincinnati 
had left many of the junior exhibit 
categories without a prize-winning 
entry, but the two winners that were 
announced were well-deserving: Jeff 
Daniher, dual winner of the 1st place 
Medieval and Ancient Award and the 
1st place Error/Variety Award, and John 
Greenslet, recipient of the 1 st place U.S. 
Exhibit Award. Greenslet's exhibit on 
the 1927 Vermont Sesquicentennial 
Commemorative Half Dollar went on 
to win the Charles H. Wolfe Junior Best 
of Show, which was announced at the 
Friday night banquet. 

Competition for this year's junior 
literary awards was spirited and 
admirable, according to ANA Associate 
Editor Pat Black, who judged the 
competition. Representing the final 
choices among an outstanding selection 
of entries was Michael Ruger's 
"Beginning Collectors Can Still Have 
Fun" which received the ANA Young 
Numismatist Literary Award, Simcha 
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Charles Wolfe, donor of the Medieval and 
Ancient Exhibit Award, presented the honor 
to this year’s winner. Junior Member Jeff 
Daniher.

STARTED 

Beginning Collectors 
Can Have Fun

This article is slightly different from ones that you may have 
previously read. It is not written by someone with a million dollar 
coin collection, nor is it written by a professional numismatic 
author. I am your average collector. 

Why am I writing this? It's not for the money or for the fame. My 
motivation is a wish to share knowledge with the beginning 
collector. The old-timers in numismatics may have no need to read 
what I've written. However, I hope that the beginner will take a few 
minutes to read my words. Hopefully, he or she will find a tidbit of 
information in this article which will help clarify a numismatic 
problem, encourage study of a new area of the coin field, or possibly 
put a smile on their face. 

One of the joys of collecting is 
finding that one special piece that 
you have been searching for. The 
item may be a common date 
Lincoln cent that you have been 
unable to find, or it may be a token 
from a certain company. 

Obviously, one of the most 
important tasks that a coin 
collector has is acquiring coins. But 
how do you go about it? You may 
not think so, but there are many 
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ways to purchase or find those 
coins. 

The most obvious way is to go to 
your local dealer and buy a coin. 
Finding a dealer may be a problem 
for some. If you live in or near a city, 
you're lucky. Just ask a friend to 
suggest a dealer to you, or look in a 
phone book under "Coin Dealers," 
and you'll find a host of dealers, 
ready and waiting for your visit or 
phone call. There is a good chance

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that almost everyone has a coin 
dealer within easy driving distance. 
However, there are some people 
who have no coin dealers near 
them, or they cannot go to a dealer 
due to age or physical handicaps, or 
their dealer does not stock the coins 
they desire. In this case, mail 
buying may be the only answer. 

Buying by mail is easy. First, look 
for a dealer in a reputable 
publication such as Coin World or 
The Numismatist. Why should you 
stick to such reputable 
publications? Because they have an 
advertising policy that helps keep 
the less-reputable dealers out. 
Second, read the instructions given 
by the dealer on how to order. 
Different dealers have different 
instructions. Most charge postage 
and handling fees. The fees differ; 
some charge by the value of coins 
you purchase while others charge a 
flat fee. Other dealers are required 
by law to charge sales tax to certain 
customers in their own city or 
state, and others charge insurance 
fees. It is always good practice to 
order from a dealer that offers a 
10-or-more-day return privilege, 
just in case the coin isn't exactly 
what you expected. 

Some dealers offer grading 
guarantees. This is another good 
practice. Also, look for the grading 
system used by the dealer. It is 
usually evident (for example, if a 
grading of Mint State 65 is listed, 
the system is probably based on the 
American Numismatic 
Association grading guide), or the 
dealer tells you. Of course, all 
dealers should guarantee that their 
coins are genuine. 

After you do this, you have the 
freedom to comparison shop with 
ease. Keep current prices in mind as 
you shop. Don't buy a coin that 
appears to be drastically cheaper 
than a guidebook or Trends price. 


Chances are that the coin is 
overgraded. After all, you get what 
you pay for. 

Now let's assume that you found - 
a dealer, read his instructions, 
found a coin that you want to buy, 
and have made a decision to buy it. 
Fill out the order blank, if one is 
available, or put the information on 
a piece of paper. Be sure to include 
the name of the publication that 
you saw the ad in, the publication 
date, the type of coin and the grade 
that you want, the amount of 
money enclosed or the necessary 
credit card information, and your 
name and address. Whew! 

It is not a good idea to send cash, 
as it may be lost in the mail. If you 
are in hurry for your coins, send a 
postal money order, a certified 
check, or charge them. The first 
two methods will cost you a little 
more to get the check or money 
order written, plus you'll have to go 
to the bank or post office. By 
charging the coins, you can put off 
paying for them, of course. If you're 
not in a hurry, just send a personal 
check. 

After you've done this, just sit 
back and wait. You should always 
note the date that you place the 
order. If you don't receive the coins 
within a month, write or call the 
dealer. Sooner or later, though, 
you'll receive your coins. Your 
patience will have been rewarded. 

Another way of buying coins is at 
a coin show. The show may be a 
small one held by a local coin club, 
or it may be huge, like the annual 
ANA convention. No matter how 
small or large it is, you will have the 
opportunity of seeing a variety of 
coin dealers. When you arrive at a 
show, walk around for a while and 
get acquainted with the place. 
When I go to a show, I walk around 
and look at all the tables in order to 
find out who is selling what. After 
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Tve done this, I sit down and have a 
little snack. (Many shows are held 
in hotels or the like, and 
refreshments are often available.) 
While I eat, I go over my mental 
notes and decide on the dealers that 
I want to go back to. Then it's back 
to the show! Don't neglect the 
exhibits if the show has them; it's 
always exciting to look at them, as 
they often contain material that 
you do not have. Also, bring a friend 
to the next show you visit. A coin 
show is a good place to make a 
non-collector a collector. If your 
friend doesn't like the show, send 
him or her back to the refreshment 
area while you continue looking. 

Buying by auction is fun. The 
auction can be a small coin club 
affair, or it can be one of the 
impressive, colossal extravaganzas 
presented by one of the large 
numismatic firms. When you 
arrive at the auction, you will want 
to pick up a copy of the catalog. The 
catalog can be a free, one-page 
typewritten description of the 
items for sale, or it can be a 
beautifully illustrated, nicely 
bound volume. The latter catalog is 
usually not free, but the cost is not 
prohibitive. The catalog may 
contain lots of useful information 
that you will want to save for 
reference purposes. Follow the 
instructions for bidding given 
either in the catalog or by an 
employee. The instructions are 
usually clear enough for the 
beginner to understand; if you don't 
understand them, ask a fellow 
numismatist or an employee. 

Now comes an important part of 
any auction. If you get there early 
enough, you will be able to examine 
the lots for sale. Be sure to look at 
each and every item for sale, even 
those items that you don't expect to 
buy. Now this doesn't mean to 
hover over each item for long 


periods of time; be courteous. I've 
seen some people who do not 
respect this simple rule. 

Why bother looking at items that 
you don't think you'll buy? There 
are two reasons. The first is that 
you'll be able to see some 
numismatic beauties close up. 
Secondly, you may become 
interested in an item as it goes up 
for sale. I know this for a fact, as it 
happened to me at my first auction. 
I examined a very few coins. Later 
in the auction, I saw a beautiful 
Barber quarter up for sale. I had 
totally overlooked this coin before; 
suddenly, I was seized with a desire 
to have it for my very own type set. 
Without ever seeing the item 
before, I bid on it and won! I was 
proud of myself for my lucky bid. 
Later, I showed the coin, which I 
thought was Extremely Fine, to a 
dealer. What I had purchased was 
an essentially worthless 
"whizzed," or harshly treated, coin. 
Sigh. At least it taught me a lesson. 

You, too, will become excited as 
the auction progresses. If you bid on 
a specimen, be sure that you have 
looked at the coin and checked its 
grading. Along with that, you 
should check its value in the "Red 
Book" or, preferably, in the coin 
value guide of a numismatic 
periodical. Don't become too 
excited with your bidding. Your 
excitement may cause you to 
overlook your cash supply. Aside 
from this, I can't give you any more 
advice on bidding. If you do 
purchase a coin, be proud of 
yourself. You've just participated in 
an ancient tradition. If you don't 
buy anything, don't be discouraged. 
Enjoy the auction and try to pick up 
some tips from the more 
"professional" bidders. 

A mail-bid auction is essentially 
the same. You get a catalog, read 
the directions, and look over the 
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list of coins. Of course, you won't 
get to look at the coins, so you 
should find out something about 
the company from other 
numismatists. If you bid on 
something, send your bid in early, 
and be sure that you have enough 
money to pay for the item if you 
win it. Good luck in your bidding. 

There are some less conventional 
means of finding coins for your 
collection. One way is to inspect 
coins in circulation. Check your 
pocket change as often as you can. 
You probably won't find any 
rarities, but one never knows. With 
luck, you'll find a nice circulated 
Lincoln or Jefferson for a set. With 
more luck, you'll find a silver coin. 
However, as silver prices rise, the 
chance of finding a silver coin 
decreases. Don't stop with your 
pocket change. You can also go 
through rolls of coins from a bank, 
provided that you pay for them 
first! If you have access to a large 
number of coins because of your 
occupation, and your boss doesn't 
mind, you can look through those 
coins. 

Try flea markets and garage sales 
for coins, too. Most of what you 
find will be circulated foreign 
coins, but they'll probably be very 
inexpensive. Be cautious of buying 
any kind of an expensive coin at 
such an event, though; there's 
always that slim chance that it may 
be counterfeit, altered, or otherwise 
undesirable. 

Another way could be checking 
bulletin boards in the post offices or 
stores, especially in small towns. 
I've never done this, so I don't know 
how successful it is. Once again, 
though, you should keep an eye out 
for a counterfeit. 

A simple method is merely to 
look around your house and ask 
your friends and relatives. Almost 
every house has at least some world 


coins from World War II or foreign 
travel. Look everywhere: old boxes, 
pockets, envelopes, drawers, and 
jewelry boxes are good starting 
points. Don't overlook anywhere in 
the house. I looked around my 
house on and off for several years. I 
looked in boxes, bottles, and vases. 

I checked old books for paper 
money between the pages. Quite a 
few pieces, both American and 
foreign, came to light. I thought 
that I had run out of places to look 
until my grandmother opened her 
cedar chest one day. In it, I found an 
old bank containing a Morgan 
dollar and a Large cent! Needless to 
say, this made me happy. Just 
remember that no place is too 
obscure for a coin to hide. 

One of the most entertaining 
ways to buy coins is direct from 
governments. You can get the 
addresses for many mints from a 
Coin World column called "How to 
order Foreign Coins." When you 
send for the coins, you may have to 
wait quite a while. You'll find it to 
be, as they say, well worth the wait 
when your package arrives. Keep in 
mind that not all governments sell 
coins directly to the public, so you 
won't be able to buy all coins from 
the mints. 

To many people, reading is an 
enjoyable pastime. A book enables 
a person to explore new worlds, 
meet new people, and to expand 
one's mind. Ask yourself this: why 
are you reading this article right 
now? My guess is that you're doing 
it in order to widen your 
numismatic horizons, but I 
certainly hope that you're enjoying 
yourself while you're reading. 
Hopefully, you like to read. In order 
for you to become a true 
numismatist, you'll have to gather 
lots of information. Some of this 
will come from personal contacts, 
while some more will come from 
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seeing actual items. However, 
there's a lot of information that can 
be easily obtained from books. 

It seems as if everybody's getting 
on the coin book bandwagon lately. 
I don't know how many articles I've 
seen within the past year 
advocating the printed word. 
Numismatic book auctions are 
booming as a result of this. 
Collectors in search of certain older 
coin books may have to pay 
hundreds or thousands of dollars for 
them! Of course, this is the 
exception. Many of the older books 
have been reprinted, and are 
cheaply and easily obtained. 

Most of the people pushing books 
right now suggest volumes that 
may be considered esoteric by 
many beginners. If you've been 
disappointed by this, take heart! 
Your fondest wish is about to be 
granted. I'm going to suggest some 
books that are good, basic material, 
as well as entertaining. All of the 


books are readily available by many 
mail-order dealers. You can find 
some book dealers in the classified 
ads of Coin World. Some of the 
books can be found at dealers or 
regular book stores. If you're not in 
a big hurry, I suggest that you buy 
the books through the mail, as they 
are often less expensive than they 
are elsewhere,- but check with your 
coin dealer first. 

The first book to buy, as any 
collector worth his salt would 
suggest, is A Guide Book of United 
States Coins, by R.S. Yeoman. 
Along with current coin values, 
this book has a capsule history of 
United States coinage and 
background on every individual 
regular issue. This year, a 
descriptive section on error coinage 
is also included. New editions of 
the book are issued each year in 
July. Buy one as soon as it comes 
out because the 1980 edition is out 
of print! 
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Secondly, you'll want to know 
how to grade coins. Obtain a copy of 
Photograde, Brown & Dunn's 
Grading of United States Coins, or 
the ANA Grading Standards for 
United States Coins. The first book 
has a photograph of each coin in 
each grade, the second has a line 
drawing of each coin in each grade, 
and the third contains line 
drawings similar to that of the 
second. They are all excellent, 
informative guides. It wouldn't 
hurt to buy one of each. 

Perhaps you'd like to know a 
little more about each coin, or 
you'd like to get some advice on 
how to collect. Try going to a large 
book store and looking in the 
antique and collectibles section, or 
go to your local dealer. Chances are 
you'll find many guides on 
collecting that will help you. It's 
hard to recommend a specific book, 
because they are all good. I suggest 
that you find one that has been 




published fairly recently. Some 
books are on the market that were 
published in the 1950s or early 
1960s. My personal feeling is that 
the more recent the guide is, the 
better it is. Try Mort Reed's The 
Complete Coin 

Collector. It is very complete, as 
the name implies, and informative. 

I honestly feel that if the 
collector starts with these books 
and several numismatic 
periodicals, he or she will be 
adequately informed for a while. 
Note that I said "for a while." As 
your collecting interests become 
more specialized, you'll want more 
information. Almost every field 
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that you can specialize in has had 
several good books written on it. 
Ask your friends or your dealer for 
suggestions on your specific field. 

Your library will become 
invaluable as time goes on. You 


will find yourself referring 
constantly to the books that you 
purchase. Be sure to clear off a 
bookshelf or two so that you can 
have a place to put your library. 
Keep adding to it throughout your 
collecting career. You may find 
yourself more attached to your 
books than to your coins after a 
while! 

I would like to end this article 
with a special note to the young 
collector. Possibly, you feel that 
others are too busy to help you. 
They are not. I know. I went to the 
1979 ANA convention and found 
that my fellow collectors were the 
friendliest bunch of people that I 
ever met in my life. Don't feel 
embarrassed about buying an 
inexpensive, common coin. There 
is no such thing as an "inexpensive, 
common coin." Each and every one 
of those little discs of metal has a 
story to tell, be it a worn Lincoln 
cent or an Uncirculated 1804 
dollar. Keep in mind that even the 
most fabulously expensive 
collections are incomplete without 
that 1980 Lincoln cent. 


Use Your Library 

For junior members whose budgets leave little room for buying 
numismatic literature, borrowing books from the ANA library is an 
inexpensive means of reading on a wide range of numismatic subjects. 
For those outside of the Colorado Springs area, books can be sent by 
mail simply by writing the ANA library,- requesting the books by their 
title, author and call number; and paying the cost of postage and 
insurance.

GRADING 

Flexibmiy with a Poly-Factor System 

by Simcha Kuhtzky, ANA 97631 


Probably the most difficult 
aspect of coin collecting, and 
certainly the most volatile, is the 
grading of coins. Many attempts 
have been made to coordinate grade 
definitions, such as the invention 
of the Mint State (MS) system. 
Photograde, and most recently the 
American Numismatic 
Association's grading guide. 

Despite these attempts, a wealth 
of coin conditions abound, such as 
filler, poor, fair, good, very good, 
fine, very fine, extra fine, almost 
uncirculated, uncirculated, choice 
uncirculated, and gem 
uncirculated; and each of these 
terms can be paired with such 
adjectives as toned, red, brown, 
luster, proof, pitted, scratched, etc. 

A major problem with grading is 
that it has to be subjective — no two 
coins wear the same way and two 
coins with equal wear are not going 
to look exactly the same. No 
grading system can be invented 
that will take the subjectivity out 
of grading. 

However, there are other 
problems with conventional 
grading systems that can be eased, 
if not solved. One of these is the fact 
that the adjectival and numerical 
grading standards of today only 
take into account wear, and to a 
certain extent damage. This does 


not give a complete picture of the 
coins being graded, and so 
collectors and dealers alike find 
they must add terms, such as those 
mentioned above. 

A superior grading system would 
take into account the many factors 
that affect the appearance of a coin, 
and would contain many grades so 
as to be flexible. I have tentatively 
devised such a grading system, 
containing more than 200,000 
grades! 

Instead of trying to work wear, 
damage, dirt, toning, and factors of 
the actual striking of the piece into 
one term, as other grading systems 
do, my grading system has a 
different digit for each of these 
factors. Thus this system is called 
the poly-factor or PF system. Each 
factor's digit has at least ten 
different ratings, as will be 
discussed in detail later. 

Wear is the most common factor, 
and its digit is listed first. I have 
replaced the 13 grade ANA/MS 
system with a decimal system 
(Table 1). Of course, the amount of 
wear on a coin is directly affected 
by the strength of the strike. If a 
piece was struck unusually light, it 
might appear as if it were worn, and 
thus could not be rated as a 
perfect 9. 

If, however, exceedingly few of

the pieces struck in a series were 
full strikes, as in modem Nepalese 
coins, then a piece that saw no 
circulation could be awarded a 9, 
even if it was weakly struck. 

In the case of Peace dollars and 
most other coins which were 
struck lightly, if some of the details 
did not come up, it could be 
awarded an 8, but not a 9. A 
full-fledged weak strike, considered 
an error on modern coins but 
common on early pieces, would be 
graded as if the coin were fully 
struck and worn down to the point 
it was when it was newly stmck, 
though it would be noted under the 
striking column that it was a very 
weakly struck piece. 

When a coin is on the border 
between two wear ratings, the 
lower is appropriate, as in all 
grading systems. If a type of coin or 
series is often found in a certain 
range of conditions and the 
difference of one point makes a 
great difference in price, then a Vi 
can be added after a number to 
indicate that the piece is between 
conditions. 

There are two schools of thought 
regarding the grading of wear. One 
believes that a grade is absolute; for 
example, an extra fine ancient coin 
would have the same amount of 


wear as an extra fine modem coin. 
The other school feels that the 
standards for the different grades 
should be altered by the range of 
grades a type of coin is generally 
found in. Thus, for example, a 
Byzantine piece rated as extra fine 
would have many fewer details 
than a modern very fine coin, 
because Byzantine coins in better 
condition are exceedingly rare. 
While grades in the PF system 
should not be assigned by 
statistical averages, what 
constitutes high points and degree 
of wear should be different for 
major categories of coins so that the 
grades are more useful to the 
buyers. 

The next thing one looks for in 
grading a coin is the amount of 
damage it has sustained, and that is 
the next digit of the grading system 
(Table 2). It should be noted that a 
coin doesn't have to have all of the 
mentioned detriments in order to 
qualify for a specific rating. For 
instance, a coin with one rim dent 
will rate a 5 (table 2) same as a coin 
with a dozen rim nicks and two bad 
scratches. 

The underline( ) grade is a 

special one: it includes coins where 
the damage may not detract from 
the value of the coin. Two

past the surface and makes the coin 
appear humpy. Many uncirculated 
copper coins have been exposed to 
moisture and thus end up with tiny 
black spots all over them. These 
pieces would rate a 6. 

Most collectors don't bother 
worrying about the toning of a coin 
unless it's uncirculated (Table 4). 
However, many is the time that a 
collector bought a coin, cleaned off 
the tarnish or patina, and found 
damage or wear (s)he had not 
noticed before. On the other hand, 
coins in excellent condition are 
rated by the amount of luster and 
the quality of the surface. 

The grade prooflike refers to 
coins that have a mirror surface, 
and can be circulation strikes. 


polished blanks, or proofs. Since 
proofs are coins that undergo a 
special process and are not a 
condition, they should be noted as 
such under striking. Proof and 
prooflike have their numbers 
underlined. Regular toning refers to 
the way a piece of a certain alloy 
would tend to tone, such as brown 
for copper or yellow-gold for 
copper-nickel. 

The striking category includes 
grading factors that have to do with 
the actual making of the coin 
(Table 5). While for error collectors 
these factors are desirable, many 
errors detract from the looks of a 
coin, and for some pieces it is 
harder to get a coin perfectly struck 
than a coin with an error. 
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Weak strikes and proofs were 
mentioned earlier. A moderately 
weak strike is one where the details 
are vague, but the letters and main 
designs are clear; a very weak strike 
is one where the letters and/or the 
main design did not come up 
completely. 

A small lamination is one where 
very little peeling has occurred, and 
all of the original planchet is still 
there. If a coin is proof or 
counter-stamped, a number will 
still be required to tell of any 
planchet, die, or striking flaws. If a 
piece has more than one error, a 
plus sign ( -I- ) or ampersand! could 
be placed between the numbers, as 
in 5 -I- 7 for an off-centered coin with 
a small lamination. This grouping 
is not intended to outline all the 
types of errors, just give an 
indirection as to the size and type of 
the flaw(s). 

Now let's look at examples of 
coins and what their grades are. A 
proof Eisenhower dollar with no 
damage or tarnish would rate the 
highest grade: 99999. Actually, this 
grade is tied with 99999, which 
indicates an untoned, undamaged 
coin with a mirrored surface. 

A chopmarked Mexican eight 
reals in VF with light tarnish, no 


dirt, some minor scratches, and no 
errors would rate a 68939. An 
average EF Morgan dollar may rate 
as low as 745 1 6 or as high as 79999. 

While most grades would have 
five digits, counterstamped pieces 
would have at least six and 
multiple error coins at least seven. 
For example, a F-l- French copper 
piece of the First Republic which 
has minor laminations, is 
off-center 15 percent, and has only 
minor surface dirt and damage 
could rate a 58752-1-5 or 5872&.5. A 
Brazilian counter-stamped 40 reis 
in similar condition but a regular 
strike would rate a 5875*9. 

As you can see, the poly-factor or 
PF system can give a much more 
accurate picture of a coin than do 
conventional systems, for it lists a 
coin, medal, or token's wear, 
damage, dirt, toning, and striking 
separately and compactly. It will 
take some getting used to due to all 
of the ratings and factors, but it is 
because of these many ratings and 
factors that this system is more 
flexible and accurate than either 
the adjectival or mint state 
systems. Who knows? Perhaps this 
PF system, in its present, altered or 
enlarged state, may become the 
preferred grading system in the 
future.

Colonel Robert F. Kriz, ANA chief exhibits judge for the 
past five years, has each year submitted one or more com- 
prehensive reports regarding ANA exhibiting and judging. 

His report of September 2, 1980, includes a summary of 
the numbers of exhibitors and exhibit cases at ANA con- 
ventions during the past five years. 

There is little variance between the figures for the past 
three years with respect to senior exhibits. Colonel Kriz 
points out that the meager competition in 1980 on the part 
of young numismatists (three in United States Coins, one 
in Foreign Before 1500, and one in Numismatic Errors, a 
total of five) should be noted with concern since young 
numismatists are part of the future life blood of the As- 
sociation. 

It is interesting to note, with respect to senior 
exhibitors, that three classes (Foreign Tokens, Canadian 
Paper Money, and Latin American Money) had no entries, 
four classes (Obsolete United States Paper Money, Foreign Gold, Canadian Coins, and 
Western Americana) had only one entry, and three classes (United States Tokens, United 
States Gold, and Local Interest) had only two entries. The lack of competition in such 
categories might be an incentive for new exhibitors to compete in those classes. How- 
ever, a lack of competition does not necessarily give an exhibitor an award, as an exhibit 
must earn a per judge average of at least 65 scoring points to merit an award.

DIFFERENCE IN ILLUMINATION

During a recent coin convention, interested and disinterested 
persons casually strolled along the aisles under a tall ceiling that 
was enhanced by delicate, massive crystal chandeliers. The 
somewhat subdued atmosphere of the elegant bourse room served to 
entice the modest passers-by. Everyone in that spotlighted glitter 
box had a twinkle in his eye. Yet, those wonderful eye twinkles 
disappeared when those persons left the room. The chandeliers, 
combined with inconspicuous flood-type lights and conspicuous 
high intensity table lamps, tended to give even the dullest almost 
uncirculated coin a delightful polychromatic luster. The circulated 
coins didn't change too much in their appearance, but those being 
stored in polished vinyl flips displayed an aesthetically pleasing 
sparkle. Optimum buying conditions were created through the 
image produced by the lighting.

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when acquiring coins, one 
should never underestimate the 
results of effective lighting. In the 
United States alone, it has been 
estimated that six out of every ten 
numismatic transactions take 
place in either the dealer's place of 
business or on the bourse floor. At 
the time of purchase, the majority 
of collectors usually make their 
final decision as to whether or not a 
coin is kept or returned. Perhaps 
this majority, the collecting public, 
should pay closer attention to what 
light the coin is proudly exhibited 
and sold under. 

In today's boom coin market, 
minute differences in a coin's 
relative level of preservation can 
mean a considerable difference in 
price. For example, the difference in 
price between a choice almost 
uncirculated-55 coin and its mint 
state-60 counterpart can be

hundreds, or even thousands, of 
dollars. And if you grade an AU-55 
coin as MS-60 because of lighting 
conditions favorable to the dealer, 
you could stand to lose a lot of 
money.

The circumstances under which coins 
are scrutinized have become increas- 
ingly critical to numismatic collectors 
and investors. 

The basic types of light available 
to today's aspiring numismatist 
include sun, fluorescent, 
incandescent and diffused. 

The sun is an incandescent body 
of gases, and direct sunlight usually 
shows up the defects and minor 
imperfections on a coin. "Because 
you have a parallel, intense beam of 
light, you may think that the sun 
makes a coin look worse than it 
really is," observed Clarence W. 
Clarkson, National Chairman for 
the Merchandising Lighting 
Committee. "It's like sunlight 
hitting mountains; it makes them 
look exaggerated as far as the hills, 
valleys and trees are concerned." 

A fluorescent lamp, a glass tube 
coated on the inside with a 
fluorescent substance that gives off 
light when acted upon by a stream 
of electrons from the cathode, in 
many instances, may give a coin 


displayed under it an undesirable 
appearance. "It's a cool color," 
Clarkson, a graduate electrical 
engineer, stated. "But it's all right 
for background." 

An incandescent lamp, a lamp in 
which the light is produced by a 
filament contained in a vacuum 
and heated to incandescence by an 
electric current, is the most likely 
type of light to be used when one 
views a coin in his home. "If you 
use an overhead incandescent 
household bulb instead of a 
spot-type light, a coin may lose 
'identity' during the viewing 
process — not that it will look 
better or worse, but you may 
overlook some defects, details, and 
what have you," Clarkson noted. 

Diffused light, a broad stream of 
bright light such as that created by 
floodlights, is probably the light 
most difficult to properly grade 
coins under. Floodlights, while 
bright in nature, create a great loss 
of identity. "You could be looking 
at a coin shining brightly and 
actually miss major defects and 
details," Clarkson advised. 

It should be understood that coin 
grading is an art; it is a process of 
subjective evaluation. Therefore, 
the supreme importance of a coin's 
appearance to its prospective 
purchaser is undeniable, and the 
psychological impact of the 
lighting method being utilized is 
potentially significant. "Any 
intelligent person knows that the 
type of light a coin is viewed under 
makes an impression, either 
positive or negative, on the 
prospective purchaser," said Dr. 
Sidney Rose, a New York 
psychiatrist. "Lighting can be so 
arranged as to create a favorable 
impression." 

Apparently, certain types of 
lighting can create a favorable 
impression for bidders examining 
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auction lots in pre-sale viewing 
sessions. "A nationally prominent 
dealer bought a coin which he had 
previously examined out of my 
Gateway Sale, and we shipped it to 
him," related 29-year-old Steve Ivy, 
president of the 
$10-million-dollar-a-year Ivy 
Financial Corporation, a Dallas, 
Texas firm consisting of three 
numismatic companies that use 
color photographs in their 
catalogues. "When he received it, 
he looked at it under fluorescent 
light and called to tell me that 
someone at the auction, not us, 
must have switched the coin. I 
figured out that he originally 
looked at the coin under a high 
intensity lamp, so I called him back 
and suggested that he look at it 
under a Tensor type lamp. He soon 
conceded that it was the same 
coin." Ivy feels that uniform 
lighting should be used to alleviate 
this difficulty. "A dealer who has 
been in the business for twenty 
years should know the same coin 
when he sees it. But this just goes to 
show that the same coin under 
different types of light can look 
different to the experts." 

Q. David Bowers, a professional 
numismatist whose name has 
become synonymous with 
numismatics, realizes the 
importance of lighting. "The same 
coins can have a different 
appearance depending upon the 
lighting conditions and also the 
amount of magnification used to 
examine it," Bowers wrote in 
Official ANA Grading Standards 
for United States Coins. He 
recommends that a 100 watt 
incandescent light bulb 
approximately three feet from the 
coin be used for grading 
uncirculated and proof coins. 
"Fluorescent light, which spreads 
illumination from a diffused origin. 


is apt to conceal minute 
differences. Tensor type lamps, 
popular at coin conventions, 
furnish a high intensity pinpoint 
light and are satisfactory for 
grading." 

An uncirculated coin is said to 
reflect light in a circular pattern. If 
the pattern is in any way disturbed, 
the coin is probably almost 
uncirculated. If the coin reflects 
light in a uniform pattern, it may 
have been cleaned. Lighting expert 
Clarkson was asked whether any 
one type of light could be used to 
make an almost uncirculated coin 
appear uncirculated. "Yes," he 
replied, pointing out that 
floodlights increase the brilliance, 
yet decrease the "identification." 
He believes that some coins may 
appear to be in a higher level of 
preservation than they actually are 
in if they are viewed under 
chandelier or floodlight or a 
combination of both. "A chandelier 
has bulbs with bare filaments 
which make the surface reflect 
more of a color spectrum. It gives it 
a glowing look." 

How should you examine your 
coins? The experts agree that a 
Tensor, projection or high intensity 
lamp will prove satisfactory in the 
viewing of uncirculated and proof 
coins. Clarkson points out, 
however, that the background light 
should be fluorescent, and the coin 
should be carefully tilted and 
rotated in order to notice surface 
characteristics. 

There is nothing dishonest, 
misleading or unethical about the 
lighting practices described. It is 
the responsibility of the consumer 
to observe and evaulate the 
environment in which the coins are 
being presented. "If a seller wanted 
to deceive you, he would show you 
the coins in the dark," Clarkson 
said. 
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The Silver Coinage 
of Massachusetts

The early 1600s in England was a time 
of religious turmoil. The Puritans, 
seeking religious freedom, came to 
North America, mostly to what is now 
known as Massachusetts. During the 
early years of the Massachusetts Bay 
Colony there was no real need for 
coins, because with so few people, barter 
was simple and efficient. Because of 
political unrest and civil war in the 
1640s, England was unable to produce 
enough coins for herself and her 
colonies. In order to assure enough 
coins for England's needs, a limit was 
put on the amount of coinage one could 
bring along when leaving for the 
colonies. Of the few coins that did reach 
Massachusetts from England, most 
were sent back in exchange for such 
goods as glass and clothing. As more and 
more people arrived in the new colony, 
the demand for coins rapidly increased, 
yet there were fewer and fewer of them. 
To ease this problem the values of such 
commodities as wampum, beaver skins, 
fish, wheat, and com were set and 
regulated by the General Court, i.e. the 
legislature. One other item of exchange 
was musket bullets of a "full bore" 
which were valued at one farthing. At 
the same time (1642) legislation was 
passed making British farthings invalid. 
The reasons for this law are unclear. 

Because of the Spanish presence in 
New Spain and the Dutch in New 
Amsterdam, specie from those 
territories often found their way into 
the economy of Massachusetts. Because 
of this, in 1642 the General Court set a 


value of five shillings for the Dutch 
daalder and five shillings for the Spanish 
eight real. 

As more and more coins of different 
types became common there was an 
increase in clipping (removing pieces of 
metal from the edge), washing (putting 
coins in acid and dissolving a thin layer 
of metal), and counterfeiting. To 
establish the tme value of the coins the 
General Court appointed an official to 
weigh, test, and stamp each piece, 
indicating their tme value. But since no 
stamped coins have as yet been 
discovered, it is doubtful if this law 
actually went into effect. 

In 1652 the General Court considered 
whether or not to establish a mint. They 
knew that this would be illegal, because 
the minting of coins was the King's 
prerogative. Since Massachusetts was 
technically part of England (although 
sometimes it did not seem so), she had 
to abide by the laws of England. But the 
colony was in such desperate need of 
coinage that, on May 26, 1652, the 
General Court passed a law establishing 
a mint. 

John Hull, a local goldsmith, was 
appointed mint master. His mint house 
was set up in what is now Saugus, 
Massachusetts. The first coins minted 
were of silver, in three denominations: 
shilling, six pence, and three pence. On 
the obverse the letters NE were 
punched, on the reverse the value in 
Roman numerals. 

Because of the ease with which these 
coins could be clipped or washed, the 
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General Court later that same year 
changed the design. 

. . henceforth all pieces of 
money coined as aforesaid shall 
have a double ring on either side, 
with the inscription 
MASSACHUSETTS and a tree in 
the center on one side, and NEW 
ENGLAND'in the year of our Lord 
on the other side, ..." 

The tree could be any bush-like variety, 
but is generally known as a willow tree. 
This coinage continued until 1660 
when the oak tree replaced the willow 
tree. With one exception, the date 1652 
was always kept. The reasons are 
somewhat clouded, but most likely the 
original date was maintained so as not 
to antagonize King Charles II, who was 
not reigning at the time these coins 
were first minted. The only coin in the 
Massachusetts silver coinage series not 
to have the date 1652 was the two 
pence. Authorized in 1662, it had that 
date. 

During the sixties. Sir Thomas 
Temple, who had lived in the 
Massachusetts Bay Colony during the 
time of Cromwell, was questioned by 
King Charles II about the legality of the 
Massachusetts coinage, and about the 
meaning of the tree on the coin. 
Temple, who understood 
Massachusetts' need for specie, said 
that it symbolized the Royal Oak in 
which the King had secreted himself 
after the Battle of Worchester in which 
his army had been defeated by 
Cromwell. The King was flattered at 
hearing this and did not question the 
reasons for Massachusetts' coinage 
again. 

In 1667 the oak tree was changed to 
the now famous pine tree. The two 
pence was not continued, but the 
shilling, six pence and three pence were. 
The pine tree series is by far the best 
known. There are two major types: the 
first from 1667-1675 on wide thin 
planchets, and the second from 
1676-1682 on small thick planchets. 
They were of higher quality and much 
more numerous than the earlier 
varieties.

Several times during John Hull's term 
as mint master, the General Court 
attempted to buy back his contract. 
Although it is not known exactly how 
large the mintage was during his 
lifetime, it was large enough for him to 
become a very wealthy man from the 
7V2% profit he made on this contract 
(one shilling six pence for every twenty 
shillings minted). The story goes that 
his daughter's dowry was 30,000 pounds 
paid in pine tree shillings, a hugh sum in 
those days. His last contract ran out in 
1682, and it is doubtful any coins were 
minted after that date as he died one 
year later. 

The Massachusetts silver coinage 
series is one of the most exciting series 
of American coins because of its great 
historic significance. With the General 
Court of Massachusetts minting coins, 
a first step was taken towards 
independence from England. This 
eventually led to the revolution which 
finally separated the colonies from 
England, creating the United States of 
America.

The Counterfeiter's Pursuit 



of a Better Mousetrap 

There seems to be no limit to the counterfeiter's ingenuity in devising new 
methods of deception, as attested by two coins recently examined by ANACS. One of 
them is a 1909-S VDB cent created by overstriking a genuine 1960 cent with 
counterfeit dies; the second is a 1916-D dime made by altering a genuine 1916-S 
dime.

The dies for the counterfeit 1909-S 
VDB were remarkably well made. How- 
ever, even at first glance something was 
not quite right, although no specific 
flaw was immediately apparent. Then 
under closer examination with a stereo 
microscope, remnants of the 1960 
Philadelphia strike were evident, not 
quite obliterated by the 1909-S dies. A 
collector at a show could easily take a 
cursory look at a 1909-S VDB cent and 
agree with the seller that the coin is a 
"real beauty " and (most probably) a 
bargain at the price, only to get home 
where the newly acquired gem is sub- 


jected to a much closer scrutiny under 
ideal lighting conditions, and discover 
the tell-tale strike of the 1960 dies. 

Those tell-tale markings will first be 
noticed as a flattened out LIBERTY. On 
the coin we examined, LIBERTY of the 
original strike shows up immediately 
above the LIBERTY struck by the fake 
dies, but on other coins struck by the 
same set of fake dies, the flattened out 
words and numerals may be in other 
positions simply because the coins are 
overstruck. The next most prominent 
clue was the 6 of the original 1960 date, 
the D of GOD and the W of WE. 
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upper and lower serifs and, maybe, a bit 
of metal added to complete the job. 
However, the top and bottom of the ''D" 
still retained the indentations of the 
serifs of the original S mintmark. 

Speaking of Ds being added to 
genuine 1916 dimes . . . Dr. Joe Parker of 
Oklahoma City, after listening to us 
explain the genuine mintmarks at one 
of our recent ''mini-seminars," decided 
to check his coin when he got home. Joe 
found that his D was incorrectly shaped 
and donated it to the ANA's reference 
collection so that it could be used to 


educate others. We show the mintmark 
from his coin just to illustrate how ob- 
vious the mintmarks really are when 
the punches used in the dies are 
examined closely. Too bad ANACS 
wasn't around for Joe 25 years ago. 

Also shown here is a photo of a 
genuine D and one of a genuine 1916-D 
dime which, when examined with a 
scanning electron microscope, revealed 
a skeletal structure or foreign matter of 
some kind. The "skeleton" is under the 
left end of the lower serif of the D. Can 
anyone identify it? 


Society of Medalists 101st Issue Honors Dreamers of Dreams 



The 101st medal to be issued in the 50 year series of the Society of Medalists is dedicated to 
Dreamers of Dreams. The high relief, bronze medal was sculpted by Marcel Jovine. Commis- 
sioned by the Society, the medal was struck by Medallic Art Co., of Danbury, Conn. 

Jovine's design is bom in mythology. The obverse presents a meticulously executed circular 
design — a continuous ring of nobles and ladies, huntsmen and dogs, retainers and small 
animals, all centered around a unicorn. This gothic style ''Hunt for the Unicom" recalls the 
medieval hunting parties in search of the unicorn, who was believed to possess great virtue. 
Royal courts counted among their most valued treasures pieces of unicorn horn, which, 
according to sorcerers and alchemists, possessed mystical properties. 

The reverse of the medal is highly concave, and shows a proud, rearing unicorn, a magnificent 
beast with the head and body of a horse, the legs of a stag, the tail of a lion and a single horn in 
the middle of its forehead. The legend TO DREAMERS OF DREAMS is raised to the right of the 
unicorn and is a tribute to man's imagination and its ability to overcome dullness. 

Jovine's notes on the medal include the exchange between Alice, in Through the Looking 
Glass, and a unicorn, who tells her he always thought children were mythical monsters. Alice's 
reply, "I always thought unicorns were fabulous too! 1 never saw one alive before," causes the 
unicorn to compromise with the statement, "If you believe in me. I'll believe in you." 

Sculptor Jovine is a member of the National Sculpture Society and has received numerous 
awards for his work. He has created a series of calendar medals for the Medallic Art Co. and his 
American Freedom Train is one of several of Jovine's medals to receive national acclaim. 

The medals of the Society of Medalists are available only to members. Two medals are 
issued each year. The society will celebrate its 50th anniversary in 1980, and will commemo- 
rate the event by commissioning special anniversary issues. Additional information about the 
Society is available from the Society of Medalists, Old Ridgebury Road, Danbury, CT 06810.

It came as 
quite a surprise when we examined a 
1916-D dime at the Cincinnati conven- 
tion and found ourselves looking at an S 
mintmark that had been chased to re- 
semble a D and then the entire coin 
whizzed in an effort at hiding the altera- 
tion. Metal had been moved from the 
center bar to fill the openings of the

m Now and then one finds a bit of wit in 
the newspaper comic strips, as when 
one of "'Motley's Crew" asked another if 
he knew the difference between ignor- 
ance and apathy. The terse reply was, "I 
don't know and I don't care." 

■ A few of us can remember when being 
labeled a millionaire really set a person 
apart from most others. Nowadays the 
term "billion" is used frequently and 
even "trillion" is not so unusual. How 
do you envision a trillionaire, for exam- 
ple? Here's one way: Imagine a machine 
that will hand you a dollar bill every 
second, starting at the time of your birth 
and continuing without any interrup- 
tion, until you have a trillion dollars. 
Your age upon becoming a trillionaire? 
31,688 years! 

■ For more than a score of years I have 
managed to write this page with fair 
regularity. A few of my peers recognized 
my efforts by presenting a plaque and a 
medal to me at the Cincinnati conven- 
tion. Being a mortal, this pleased me 
greatly. However, for some time I've felt 
a mounting indignation toward some 
ANA members and even an award 
won't keep me from speaking out on a 
matter not related to any award. 

Prior to the last decade or so, the 
death of an ANA member usually 
brought an obituary to the desk of the 
editor who published it as a matter of 
record so that friends and acquaintances 
would be informed. Not uncommonly 
the demise of a prominent member 
would bring forth tributes to him or her 
from friends and associates. We felt a 
loss and wanted to show our respect for 
the departed one. 

Recently, in many cases, The 
Numismatist staff has not even been 


informed promptly of a member's 
death, and rarely is an obituary fur- 
nished voluntarily. When the editorial 
staff does learn, often belatedly and by 
chance, of a death, it must contact a 
member of the family or whoever might 
furnish obituary information. Tributes? 
Haven't received one for years! 

Why am I saying all this? Maybe 
hoping those who read it will be more 
helpful to the editor in observing the 
demise of numismatic friends. Maybe 
partially to let you know why some- 
times obituaries are late or a bit brief. 
And maybe to point up my lament at the 
decline in personal concern about our 
fellow hobbyists. 

■ Collectors in Canada and the United 
States are apt to believe that use of sil* 
ver in coinage is a thing of the past. Not 
so! The Silver Institute's 1979 statistics 
show that 99 countries from A(fghani- 
stan) to Z(ambia) used 24.4 million troy 
ounces of fine silver to produce 318 dif- 
ferent legal tender coinages. France top- 
ped the list with 7,557,000 troy ounces 
to produce 12 coinages, with Venezuela 
consuming only 23 ounces. Canada 
used 310,01 1 ounces, the United States 
168,000. 

Compare this with ten years ago 
(1969) when, during the phasing out of 
silver coinages, the United States still 
consumed over 19.6 million ounces of 
fine silver. Worldwide, 26 countries 
used about 32.8 million ounces that 
year. 

■ One of the Colorado Springs daily 
newspapers (we do have two) printed 
the following sentence in commenting 
on the menu of a local Japanese restaur- 
ant: "A la carte items, which include 
rice and tea, only can also be ordered."

BOOKMARKS

The 89th anniversary ANA convention in Cincinnati is history now, but it will be 
remembered by many as one of the most successful in recent years. Activity at the 
library table was high whenever the bourse was open since we again had a display of 
recently published numismatic books. This year there were a total of 116 items 
donated by both publishers and authors. These publications have now become part of 
the ANA library. 

The library also received another significant donation at the convention. Califor- 
nia numismatic book dealer George Frederick Kolbe donated O.P. Eklund's manu- 
script of The Netherlands Historical Jetons. In 1979 former ANA governor Byron 
Johnson donated a collection of Eklund's own catalogs of copper coins, and this 
volume will be added to that collection. 

A new feature at the library table was a small reference library of books covering all 
aspects of numismatics. These books, brought from the library at headquarters, were 
in constant use by those attending the convention. Because of the interest shown, we 
will continue to make this reference collection available at future summer conven- 
tions. 

Catalog Supplement Available 

A supplement to the 1977 Library Catalog listing the books added between the 
time the catalog was published and June 1980 has recently been prepared. The 
books are listed in call number order in the form in which they appeared in The 
Numismatist.

EGYPT — Peace Treaty Commemorative Coins Struck 

The Egyptian government, through the Cairo Mint, has struck a special proof set of 
three gold coins and one silver coin to commemorate the Egyptian-Israeli peace 
treaty of March 26, 1979. Entitled the 1980 Sadat Peace Treaty Commemorative 
Coins of Egypt, only 100 of these special proof sets will be minted. A set of the legal 
tender proof coins has been given to each of the three world leaders who affixed their 
signatures to the peace treaty; Egyptian President Anwar Sadat, Israeli Prime Minis- 
ter Menachem Begin, and U.S. President Jimmy Carter. 

The special Sadat 'Teace" proof coin set is comprised of three .875 fine gold coins 
and one .720 fine silver coin. The gold coins are in 10, 5, and 1 pound denominations. 
The 10 pound gold coin is 40mm in diameter and weighs 40 grams; the 5 pound gold 
coin is 33mm in diameter and weighs 26 grams,- and the 1 pound gold coin is 24mm in 
diameter and weighs 8 grams. The silver issue is a 1 pound coin, 35mm in diameter, 
and weighs 15 grams. 

The obverse of each coin depicts a profile of President Sadat with a dove of peace 
and an Arabic inscription which translates: ^^In memory of signing the peace treaty, 
26 March 1979." The reverse, characteristic of most of modern E^t's coinage, 
contains several Arabic inscriptions which state the coin's denomination; the Chris- 
tian and Mohammedan years of issue, 1980 and 1400; and "The Arab Republic of 
Egypt."

ISLE OF MAN-1980 50 Pence Issue 

A highlight of the year-long celebration marking the Millennium of Tynwald, the 
world's oldest parliament with unbroken traditions, was the Manx Millennium 
Viking Voyage, following the old Viking route from Norway to the Isle of Man. 

A replica of the famous Viking longship known as the Gokstad Ship was built by 
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the firm of Rod Batbyggeri, Elingaardkilen, Onsoy near Frederikstaad, Oslo. The 
ship, manned by a hand-picked and carefully trained Manx-Norwegian crew, set sail 
from Trondheim for Lerwick in the Shetland Isles. The vessel, Odin's Raven, 
transversed the sea round the north of Scotland to Stornoway in Lewis, and then to 
Dublin, once the Norse capital of eastern Ireland. Odin's Raven crossed the Irish Sea 
to Peel on July 3, 1980, in time for the Millennium Tynwald celebration on July 5th, 
Old Midsummer's Day. 

A special 50 pence coin was struck by the Pobjoy Mint to commemorate this 
voyage. The new coin features the 20th century reincarnation of the Viking ship, 
with the Manx Millennium Viking Voyage emblem on its sail. The background 
shows the Point of Ayre lighthouse, the modem Vikings' first landfall on the Isle of 
Man in the course of their journey. 

This coin was issued in cupro-nickel for general circulation, and also in silver BU 
and proof for collectors. The visit of Her Majesty Queen Elizabeth II to the island was 
commemorated by placing an edge-lettered inscription on the coin, a practice that 
had never been attempted with the heptagonal format of the 50 pence coin. 

Since its historic journey, Odin 's Raven has been on display at the British Museum 
on the Isle of Man and on the Esplanade in Douglas. The ship will soon be featured in 
a Viking exhibit in North America. To commemorate the New York exhibit and the 
contributions of the Manx people in furthering the Viking tradition, the Isle of Man 
is reissuing the Odin's Raven 50 pence coin, with some modifications. The date on 
the obverse, beneath the Machin profile of Her Majesty Queen Elizabeth II, is being 
altered to 1980. The coins will have an edge-lettered inscription reading ODINS 
RAVEN VIKING EXHBN NEW YORK 1980. Issues will be limited to 50 platinum 
proof coins, 250 22kt. gold proof coins, 5,000 sterling silver proof issues, and 20,000 
cupro-nickel library finish issues. Further information about the commemorative 50 
pence piece is available from the Pobjoy Mint Ltd., Mint House, Oldfield Road, 
Sutton, Surrey, SM12NW, England. 

SOUTH AFRICA — Smaller Unit Krugerrands Introduced 

International Gold Corporation, the marketing arm of the Chamber Mines of 
South Africa, has announced the introduction of one-half troy ounce, one-quarter 
troy ounce, and one-tenth troy ounce gold Krugerrands. The new coins are antici- 
pated to be particularly attractive to small investors. The same shape and design as 
the one ounce Krugerrands that were introduced in the United States in 1975, the 
small Krugerrands all have legal tender status. The obverse of the issues displays a 
portrait of Paul Kruger, first president of the South African Republic, and the reverse 
shows the springbok, a South African national symbol designed by sculptor Coert 
Steynberg. 
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South Africa's International Gold Corporation has planned an intense advertising 
campaign in the United States to bring the new coins to the attention of a wide 
segment of American investors. This marketing strategy is specifically aimed at the 
small investor, who, in the opinion of Mike Virgil, general manager of the South 
African corporation, will be able to buy the Krugerrands more readily with the 
availability of smaller unit gold coins. The South African currency is expected to be 
sold in the United States by dealers throughout the country. 

Editor’s note: Response to U.S. Congress authorized gold medals in one ounce and one-half^ 
ounce units showing fine art designs honoring distinguished Americans has been “sluggish,” 
according to Newsweek. The magazine claimed that American buyers were snubbing the U.S. 
Medallions while at the same time were “snapping up” South African and Canadian gold 
coins at higher markups. Confusing procedures for acquiring the Marion Anderson and Grant 
Wood medals have been blamed for the sluggish response to the medals, despite a markup 
over the gold content of only two percent, in contrast to markups of at least five percent for 
foreign gold coins. Although the introduction of the medals was accompanied by some 
confusion regarding ordering dates and locations, order forms for the medals are available at 
any U.S. Post Office. The cut-off date for ordering the medallions, originally scheduled for 
September 30, has been extended by the U.S. Treasury Department to December 31, 1980. 


UNITED STATES-Simon Wiesenthal Bronze National Medal 



The Bureau of the Mint has been authorized by Congress to reproduce for public 
sale bronze duplicates of the Congressional gold medal recently presented to Simon 
Wiesenthal, according to Mint Director Stella B. Hackel. The original medal was 
presented by President Carter to Mr. Wiesenthal on August 5, 1980, in recognition of 
Wiesenthal's contribution to international justice for documentation and location of 
war criminals from World War II. 

The inscription. By Act of Congress Public Law 96-2 1 1 1 of March 1 7, 1 980, appears 
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on the border of the medal, as does the legend KEEPER OF THE FLAME TO THE 
CONSCIENCE OF THE WORLD. The legend is taken from remarks made by 
Senator George McGovern who sponsored the legislation when it was introduced in 
the Congress. 

The Simon Wiesenthal 3-inch bronze medal is No. 67 1 on the Mint list. Duplicates 
may be purchased by mail for $8.30, including postage and handling. Orders should 
be sent to the Bureau of the Mint, 55 Mint Street, San Francisco, CA 94175, accom- 
panied by either a check or money order payable to the Bureau of the Mint. Please 
allow H to 12 weeks for delivery. The medal will also be available over the counter in 
December, 1 980, for $8 at the U.S. Mint sales outlets in the Philadelphia and Denver 
Mints, the San Francisco Old Mint, and the Exhibit Hall in the Main Treasury 
Building in Washington, D.C.

Previously Unknown Porto Rico

date-back note on the First National 
Bank of Porto Rico at San Juan. 

The First National Bank has long 
been known to be the only bank in 
Puerto Rico to have issued notes. Two 
types of Nationals were 
issued — $247,050 in Red Seal notes, and 
$54,250 in Blue Seal, date-back notes. 
However, until the discovery of the $10 
Blue Seal, only Red Seal notes were 
known and of these, only 1 1 are 
recorded; seven $10, two $20, one $50 
and one $100 note. Additional 
information about the note is available 
from NASCA, 265 Sunrise Highway, 
County Federal Building, Suite 53, 
Rockville Center, NY 11570.

Defense Satirical Medal To Be Struck 



Orders are now being accepted for the fourth annual satirical medal to be issued by R.W. 
Julian since the series was begun in 1977. The first issue satirized the biased reporting on 
national television news; the second attacked the Panama Canal Treaties of 1978; and the third 
medal ridiculed the efforts, primarily of the government, to provide long-term solutions to the 
energy crisis. None of the previous issues is available for sale. 

General Douglas Mac Arthur is shown on the obverse of the 1980 issue, symbolizing the 
America of another era, in which a strong and unassailable national defense was the best 
protection against agression by totalitarian powers. The legend there is no substitute for 
VICTORY conveys a similar message. The strong and forceful portrait of the general was prepared 
by the artist from actual full-face 1940s photographs. The five stars separating the words in the 
legend represent MacArthur's military rank. 

The reverse shows a strongly muscled Uncle Sam, blindfolded, carrying an antique blunder- 
buss. The reverse also carries the legend A litany of disaster and records a number of countries 
in which the United States has experienced a disaster of one kind or another. 

Warner Williams, a member of the National Sculpture Society, sculpted the design prepared 
by R.W. Julian. Williams, of Culver, Indiana, is becoming increasingly well known as a 
medal ist and has been justly acclaimed for his many sculpted works. The medals will be struck 
by the Medallic Art Company. 

High-relief medals in bronze, 2 Vi inches in diameter, will be struck to advance order only and 
the dies will be defaced after striking. Orders will be accepted until November 30, 1980, and 
should be sent to Defense Medal, Box 725, Logansport, IN 46947. The cancelled check will 
serve as receipt. The cost is $9.95 per medal, postage and insurance included. Indiana residents 
must add 400 per medal for sales tax. Orders from outside the U.S. or possessions will not be 
accepted. Deliveries will begin about January 29, 1981, and will be completed within 30 days.

The Numismatist cordially presents the following guidelines as encouragement for interested authors 
(both professional and non-professional) who are preparing manuscripts for submission to the official ANA 
journal. 

All authors whose manuscripts are accepted and published are eligible hr Health Literary Awards. These 
are awarded annually for articles judged to be outstanding. First and second places include engraved medals 
as well as cash stipends: a silver medal and $250 for first and a bronze medal and $100 for second. Third place 
awards are bronze medals. Those writers receiving honorable mention are awarded certificates of recog- 
nition. 

Articles which offer original and comprehensive research in U.S. numismatics are eligible for the Wayte 
and Olga Raymond Memorial Award which carries a prize of $400 for first place and $200 for second place. 


MANUSCRIPTS 

The Numismatist accepts manuscripts which 
contain new information, constitute a distinct con- 
tribution to knowledge and are relevant to the sci- 
ence of numismatics. The author is responsible for 
all statements made in the work. Manuscripts ac- 
cepted and published become the property and 
copyright of The Numismatist and may not be 
published elsewhere unless written permission is 
granted by both the author and the journal. Manu- 
scripts are received with the understanding they are' 
not simultaneously being considered by other 
publications. 

Two complete manuscripts (the original and one 
copy) including illustrations (all material which 
cannot be set in type such as photographs, drawings 
and graphs) should be sent to Editor, American 
Numismatic Association, P.O. Box 2366, Colorado 
Springs, CO 80901 For correspondence purposes 
the author should retain at least one copy. 

The manuscript should be typewritten, double- 
spaced on one side of 8 1/2x11 heavy white bond 
paper with 1 1/2 inch margins at the top and left. 
The name(s), full postal address(es) and daytime 
telephone number(s) of the author(s) must appear 
on the first page. 

The editorial staff reserves the right to edit all 
material to conform with the journal's style and 
policy. 

ILLUSTRATIONS 

Illustrations should be referred to in the text as 
Figs., and be given Arabic numbers. The back of 
each should be marked with the name(s) of the 
author(s) and the title of the article. An arrow 
should mark the top orientation of the illustration 


with each figure bearing a reference number cor- 
responding to the same number in the text. Each 
illustration should be accompanied by a legend 
with all legends and reference numbers typed and 
grouped on a separate sheet of paper. All illustrative 
material should be protected with hard-board 
covers when mailed. 

Photographs are to be unmounted and unat- 
tached to the manuscript. They should be high 
quality, glossy prints which are not retouched or 
labeled in any way on the face of the photograph. 
(When marking on the back, write on a hard surface 
such as glass or metal to avoid disfiguring the 
photographic surface.) 

Drawings should be on separate sheets, drawn 
with India ink on illustration board or high grade 
drawing paper. 

If an author lacks suitable photographic 
facilities, numismatic material may be sent to the 
Editor to be photographed by the ANA's certifica- 
tion service. Costs for mailing and insurance will 
be reimbursed. 

Authors are also encouraged to list any literary 
sources for illustrations. 


AUTHOR'S BIOGRAPHY 

A biographical sketch of the author(s), which 
may be published with an accepted manuscript, is 
to be submitted also. It is not to exceed 100 words 
and should include such pertinent information as 
place and date of birth, educational and profes- 
sional experience, hobby interests and numismatic 
awards and accomplishments. A photo, suitable for 
publication (a glossy portrait rather than snapshot), 
should accompany this information. 


REFERENCES 

Only sources closely related to the author's work should be quoted; exhaustive lists should be avoided. 
Accuracy is important. The suggested guide for reference preparation is The MLA Style Sheet (a Modern 
Languages Association publication) in which the following are basic examples for first references to books 
and periodicals: 

' Robert Andrew Glindinning Carson, Coins of the World (New York: Harper & Brothers, 1962), p. 347. 

^ Allan Sutherland, "Scottish Coins and Emblems," The Numismatist, 51 (1938), 193. 

Subsequent references to the same works can be made by citing only author and page number: 

^ Carson, p. 348. 

If more than one work by the same author has been quoted, a brief title and page number are sufficient: 

^ Coins of the World, p. 348.

From the 6th through the 3rd 
centuries B.C. the Carthaginians dominated trade in the western Mediterra- 
nean, but it is noteworthy that they made no use of coined money until their 
great invasion of Sicily in the late 5th century B.C. In the mid 4th century, 
Carthage began issuing gold staters, which after 320 B.C. became progres- 
sively debased. This transformation to electrum becomes especially notice- 
able after 310 B.C. as the gold content was reduced to between 55 and 60%.

There is no pressure. A buyer obtaining a coin in a neighborhood store or at a coin 
show, may feel the pressure of the sale at that instant (in front of the watchful stare of the 
coin s owner). When ordering coins by mail, a buyer can sit down at his leisure and 
closely inspect his purchase to his own satisfaction without hurry. If the mail order 
buyer is dissatisfied with his purchase, he may return it for exchange, replacement, or a 
refund. But what can the buyer do who bought the coin in the rush of the situation and 
upon closer inspection finds out it isn't at all what he wanted?

2) He takes it back to the dealer (if he wasn't at a coin show, and the dealer is still in 
town) and humiliates himself by having to explain why he didn't like the coin after he 
bought it "sight seen." An even worse situation is when the buyer approaches the 
dealer and is told that the coin was on commission from a "client" and that "I already 
forwarded the money and will have to get in touch with them and let you know." 

LET THE BUYER BEWARE 

We know the tired old argument about buying coins through the mail: "but then 
you re out the postage, time and trouble." But what's a few days and 2 or 3 bucks postage 
compared to $200.00 lost on a coin that can't be returned for one reason or another? The 
fly"by-night mail order houses and other "scheme" type operations are almost com- 
pletely non-existant. 

With the strict restrictions enforced and the careful eye of the regulatoiy agencies that 
safeguard the mails, in addition to the publications themselves which closely screen 
their advertisers, buying coins by mail has become one of the safest ways of obtaining 
coins. 

We do not intend in this message to turn you away from your local coin dealer, coin 
club, or coin show purchases. We are only asking that you consider this point of view 
when someone complains about the mail order business . . . whether this complaining 
is to get your business for themselves, or just plain old complaining for the sake of it 
without checking the facts first. 

We also ask you to check prices, because in most publications the competition is 
fierce, so prices must be competitive. (Does the coin seller in an out of the way spot have 
to be competitive when there's not another dealer around for miles?) 

WE INVITE YOU to shop foryour coins by mail, competitively and without pressure, to 
buy from any one of the dealers' display ads in this publication (not just ours). Whether 
you're a collector, investor, or dealer, if you desire the type of merchandise we sell, 
sooner or later you 11 try us once . . . and when you do you will have found your 
permanent mail order coin dealer.
